ride, were killed. 
Thirty-four cars,

were piled upon the track. 


The train was in charge of E n gi­ 
neer John 
beace 
and 
Conductor 
Wm. Pickless. 
It passed Meyers- 
dale on time, and when it stopped 
at Sand Patch, at the head of the 
steep grade down the eastern slope 
of the Allegheny mountains, tor in­ 
spection,, everything was apparently 
in good shape. 


Whether the train got beyond the 
control of 
the 
brakemen in the 


tunnel is not known,but experienced 
railroad men say that owing to the 
condition of the track from the ef­ 
fects of the storm it would be al­ 


most an 
impossibility 
to control 
such a long train on such a steep 
grade 


At the short curve near Filson 
the engine left the track and the 
entire train, from the engine to the 
caboose, was wrecked and piled in 
a cut. 


When day broke the scene pre­ 
sented a total wreck of huge pro­ 
portions. 
Wedged 
between 
the 
cars were found the bodies of two 
tramps, crushed 
into a shapeless 
mass. 


I h e bodies of the trainmen were 
buried deep 
in 
the wreck. 
The 


grade where the runaway occurred 
is one of the steepest on the Balti- 
timore and Ohio Railway system, 
being 17 miles long and is about 
125 feet to the mile.

make-u p, lives fast and di ls early for 
profit, and hence is iKindled diiTcr- 
entl}' than he u sed to be. 
The de­ 
mands u pon him are also iiewp 
In­ 
stead of a year and a half old he 
mu st matu re in seven 
or 
eight 
months. 
A waiter on this su bject 
says that now the feeding w’eight of 
the hog of commerce is 175 or 200 
pou nds, instead of 300 or 350, as 
formerly. This waiter says that hogs 
of 300 pou nds of d(xid wxight and u p­ 
ward cou ld hardly be produ ced with­ 
ou t their being wintered over. 
This 
took all the gilding olT the ginger­ 
bread, u nless prices wmre abnormally 
high. Bu t hogs w'eighing 175 pou nds 
to 200 pou nds can be brou ght to 
salable 
matu rity in the cou rse of 
one season. 
An early spring litter 
of them can be iitted for market be­ 
fore cold w'eather begins to make 
feeding u nprofitable. 
Then, w'hen 
the you ng pigs are sold oil, there is 
only the breeding sow, or possibly 
two of them, to keep over winter, 
and she or they can roam the barn­ 
yard, pick u p w'aste grain, w'orking 
over manu re and taking comfort be­ 
side a straw stack.
